XII] TELECOMMUNICATIONS FACILITIES 
13.1 Authority. In recognition of the requirements of the federal 
Telecommunications Act of 1996 and New Hampshire RSA 12-K, this Section is 
designed and intended to balance the interests of the residents of Tuftonboro, tele- 
communications providers, and telecommunications customers in the siting of 
telecommunications facilities within the town of Tuftonboro so as to ensure 
coordinated development of communications capabilities while preserving the 
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health, safety and welfare of the Town and its residents. This section establishes 
general guidelines for the siting of telecommunications facilities to enhance and 
fulfill the following goals: 

13.1.1 Preserve the authority of Tuftonboro to regulate and to provide for 
reasonable opportunity for the siting of telecommunications facilities by enhancing 
the ability of providers of telecommunications services to provide such services to 
the community quickly, effectively, and efficiently; 

13.1.2 Reduce adverse impacts such facilities may create, including, but not 
limited to, impacts on aesthetics, environmentally sensitive areas, historically 
significant locations, flight corridors, health and safety by injurious accidents to 
person and property, and prosperity through protection of property values; 

13.1.3. Provide for collocation and minimal impact siting options through 
assessment of technology, current location options, future available locations, 
innovative siting techniques, and siting possibilities beyond the political 
jurisdiction of the Town; 

13.1.4 Permit the construction of new towers only where all other reasonable 
opportunities have been exhausted, and to encourage the users of towers and 
antennas to configure them in a way that minimizes the adverse visual impact of 
the towers and antennas; 

13.1.5 Require cooperation and collocation to the highest extent possible 
between competitors in order to reduce cumulative negative impacts upon the 
Town; 

13.1.6 Provide constant maintenance and safety inspections for any and all 
facilities; 

13.1.7 Provide for the removal of abandoned facilities that are no longer 
inspected for safety concerns and Building code compliance. Provide a mech- 
anism for the Town to remove these abandoned facilities to protect the citizens 
from imminent harm and danger; and 

13.1.8 Provide for the removal or upgrade of facilities that are technologically 
outdated. 

13.2 DEFINITIONS 

13.2.1 Above Ground Level (AGL). A measurement of height from the natural 
grade of a site to the highest point of a structure. 

13.2.2 Alternative Tower Structure. Innovative siting techniques such as arti- 
ficial trees, clock towers, bell towers, steeples, light poles, and similar alternative 
design mounting structures that camouflage or conceal the presence of antennas or 
towers. 

13.2.3 Antenna. An apparatus designed for telephonic, radio, television, 
personal wireless service facilities (PWSF), pager network, or any other com- 
munications through the sending and/or receiving of electromagnetic waves of any 
bandwidth. 

13.2.4 Applicant. A carrier, a legally appointed agent or representative of a 
company authorized and licensed by the FCC to construct and operate a com- 
mercial mobile radio services system and/or wireless telecommunications services. 

13.2.5 Carrier. An FCC licensed person or company that provides wireless 
telecommunications services. 

13.2.6 Collocation. The use of an existing tower or an existing 
telecommunications facility for multiple purposes or users. 

13.2.7 Fall Zone. The area on the ground surrounding a telecommunications 
facility within which there is a potential hazard from falling debris (such as ice) or 
collapsing material. 
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13.2.8 Guy wire. A cable used to secure and steady a tower. 

13.2.9 Height. The distance measured from ground level to the highest point 
on the tower or other structure, including antennas. 

13.2.10 Lattice Tower. A type of mount that is self-supporting with multiple 
legs and cross-bracing of structural steel. 

13.2.11 Monopole. Any self-supporting tower consisting of a single pole or 
shaft. 

13.1.12 Preexisting towers and antennas. Any tower or antenna lawfully 
constructed or permitted prior to the adoption of this ordinance. Also, any tower or 
antenna lawfully constructed in accordance with this ordinance that predates an 
application currently before this Town. 

13.2.13 Secondary use. A use of land or of a building or portion thereof 
which is unrelated to the principal use of the land or building. 

13.2.14 Security Barrier. A locked, impenetrable wall, fence or berm that 
completely seals an area from unauthorized entry or trespass. 

13.2.15 Telecommunications facility. Any structure, antenna, tower, or other 
device that provides commercial mobile wireless services, unlicensed wireless 
services, cellular phone services, specialized mobile radio communications, per- 
sonal wireless communications services, common carrier wireless exchange access 
services, and the like. 

13.2.16 Tower. A structure that is designed and constructed primarily for the 
purpose of supporting one or more antennas, including self-supporting lattice 
towers, guyed towers or monopole towers. The term includes radio and television 
transmission towers, microwave towers, common carrier towers, cellular tele- 
phone towers, alternative tower structures, and the like. 

13.2.17 Vista Termination. A site generally located along the projection of a 
street or highway centerline toward a site. 

13.3 APPLICABILITY 
13.3.1 AMATEUR RADIO, RECEIVE-ONLY ANTENNAS 

This ordinance shall not govern any tower, or the installation of any antenna 
that is under 70 feet in height and is owned and operated by a federally-licensed 
amateur radio station operator or is used exclusively for receive-only antennas. 
This application adopts the provisions and limitations as referenced in RSA 674:16, 
IV. 

13.3.2 ESSENTIAL SERVICES AND PUBLIC UTILITIES 

Telecommunications facilities shall not be considered infrastructure, essential 
services, or public utilities, as defined or used elsewhere in the Town’s ordinances 
and regulations. Siting for telecommunications facilities is a use of land, and is 
subject to this ordinance, the Tuftonboro Site Plan Review Regulations and all other 
applicable ordinances and regulations. 

13.4 SITING STANDARDS 
13.4.1 GENERAL PROVISIONS 

The uses listed in this section are deemed to be permitted uses in the 
designated zoning district in accordance with all other applicable ordinances and 
regulations of the Town including Site Plan Review and approval by the Tuftonboro 
Planning Board: 

A. Telecommunications facilities may be considered either principal or 

secondary uses. A different existing use or an existing structure on the same 

lot shall not preclude the installation of a telecommunication facility on such 
lot. 
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B. For purposes of determining whether the installation of a tele- 
communication facility complies with the Zoning Ordinance and Site Plan 
Review regulations, the dimensions of the entire lot shall contrdl, even though 
the facility may be located on leased parcels within such lots. 
C. Telecommunication facilities constructed or installed in accordance with 
the provisions of this ordinance on a nonconforming lot or in conjunction with 
a nonconforming use, shall not be deemed to constitute the expansion of a 
nonconforming use or structure. 
13.4.2 DISTRICTS PERMITTED 
New tower construction and collocation of telecommunication facilities shall 
be permitted in the districts as indicated in Section 3.6, subject to all applicable 
local, state and federal regulations and Site Plan Review approval by the Planning 
Board. If feasible, telecommunications facilities shall be located on existing 
structures, including but not limited to, buildings, water towers, inside church 
steeples, existing telecommunications facilities, utility poles and towers, and 
related facilities, provided that such installation preserves the character and 
integrity of those structures. The applicant for a new tower construction shall have 
the burden of proving that there are no feasible existing structures upon which to 
locate. 
13.4.3 SETBACKS. All telecommunications facilities shall comply with the 
building setback provisions of the zoning district in which the facility is located. In 
addition, the following setbacks shall be observed: 
A. In order to insure public safety, the minimum distance from the base of any 
ground-mounted telecommunications facility to any property line, road, 
habitable dwelling, business or institutional use, or public recreational area 
shall be 100% of the height of the facility, including any antennas or other 
appurtenances, plus the required setback for the zoning district. This 100% 
setback is considered a fall zone. 
B. In the event that an existing structure is proposed as a mount for a 
telecommunication facility, a fall zone shall not be required, but the setback 
provisions of the zoning district shall apply. In the case of pre-existing non- 
conforming structures, telecommunication facilities shall not increase any non- 
conformities. 
C. Flexibility. In reviewing the Site Plan application for a telecommunication 
facility, the Planning Board may reduce the required fall zone by as much as 
50% of the required distance, if the Board finds that a substantially better 
design will result from such reduction and that the interest of the Town will be 
better served. In making such a finding, the Planning Board shall consider 
both the visual and safety impacts of the proposed use and shall require 
certification by a licensed structural engineer that the proposed facility will be 
structurally sound. In making such a finding, the Planning Board will adhere 
to the provisions of the Waivers Section of the Site Plan Review Regulations. 
13.4.4 HEIGHT STANDARDS 
A. A telecommunication facility may locate on an existing tower, monopole, 
electric utility transmission tower, water tower, or the like, provided that the 
installation of the new facility does not increase the height of the existing 
structure, and provided that such installation preserves the character and 
integrity of the structure on which it is located. 
B. A telecommunication facility located on an existing structure such as a 
church, a barn, or the like, shall not be more than ten feet above the highest 
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part of the structure unless the facility is completely camouflaged; for example, 
a facility can be located completely within a flagpole, steeple, or chimney, in 
which case, the increase in height of the structure caused by the addition of a 
flagpole, steeple, chimney, or the like shall be in scale and proportion to the 
structure as originally configured. 

C. A carrier may locate a telecommunication facility on a structure that is 
legally non-conforming with respect to height, provided that the provisions of 
this Section are met. 


D. Ground mounted telecommunication facilities shall not exceed a maxi- 
mum of 20 feet above the surrounding vegetative cover within a 150 feet 
radius of the facility. 
E. In reviewing the Site Plan application, the Planning Board may allow an 
increase of up to 190 feet total height provided that, based on a review of all 
the required submission data, a substantially better design will result from such 
increase and the interests of the Town will be better served. In making such a 
finding, the Planning Board will adhere to the provisions of the Waivers 
Section of the Site Plan Review Regulations. 
13.4.5 ENVIRONMENTAL STANDARDS 
A. No hazardous waste shall be discharged on the site of any tele- 
communication facility. If any hazardous materials are to be used on site, 
there shall be provisions for full containment of such materials. An enclosed 
containment area shall be provided with a sealed floor, designed to contain at 
least 110% of the volume of the hazardous materials stored or used on site. 
The applicant shall provide a contingency plan for clean-up and disposal of 
hazardous materials in the event of spillage or other accident. Such plan shall 
also be approved by the Fire Chief. 
B. Telecommunication facilities equipment shall not generate noise in excess 
of 50 db at ground level at the property line. 
13.4.6 SAFETY STANDARDS 
Radiofrequency Radiation (RFR) Standards. All equipment proposed for a 
telecommunication facility shall be authorized per the FCC Guidelines for 
Evaluating the Environmental Effects of Radiofrequency Radiation (FCC Guidelines) 
or subsequently adopted FCC guidelines. 
13.5 BONDING, SECURITY AND INSURANCE 
Recognizing the extremely hazardous situation presented by abandoned and 
unmonitored telecommunications facilities, the Planning Board shall set the form 
and amount of security that represents the cost for removal and disposal of 
abandoned facilities in the event that the facility is abandoned and the owner is 
incapable and/or unwilling to remove the facility in accordance with Section13.5. 
Bonding and surety shall be consistent with the provisions in the Subdivision 
Regulations. Furthermore, the Planning Board shall require submission of proof of 
adequate insurance covering accident or damage. Such insurance shall provide for 
a minimum of 30 days notice of cancellation to the Town. Absence of such 
insurance shall constitute abandonment of the facility. 
13.6 REMOVAL OF ABANDONED TELECOMMUNICATIONS FACILITY 
Any telecommunication facility that is not operated for a continuous period of 
12 months shall be considered abandoned and hazardous to the public health and 
safety, unless the owner of said facility provides proof of quarterly inspections. The 
owner shall remove the abandoned facility within 90 days of receipt of a 
declaration of abandonment from the Town. A declaration of abandonment shall 
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only be issued following a public hearing, noticed according to RSA 676:4, with 
notice to abutters and the last known owner/operator of the facility. If the 
abandoned facility is not removed within 90 days, the Town may execute the 
security and have the facility removed. If there are two or more uses of a single 
facility, this provision shall not become effective until all uses cease using the 
facility. 
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To see if the Town will vote to make the position of Road Agent an appointed 
position pursuant to RSA 231:62. Effective date will be March 2002, until 
such time the current elected position will remain in effect. By a majority vote 
the Selectmen will have the authority to appoint a Highway Agent who will, 
under the direction of the Selectmen, have the charge of the construction, 
maintenance, and repair of all town highways and bridges and the 
maintenance and repair of all sidewalks within the town and shall have 
authority to employ the necessary men and equipment. A vote authorizing 
appointment of highway agent shall continue in effect until changed by major 
vote at an annual or special meeting. (Majority vote required). 

To see if the Town will raise and appropriate the sum of Seventy Thousand 
dollars ($70,000.00) for the purchase of a 6-wheel Dump Truck equipped for 
plowing. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required). 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Thirty Eight 
thousand, Six hundred and Fifty-seven dollars ($38,657.00) to purchase and 
equip a new four-wheel drive police vehicle. Of the $38,657.00, $17,512.00 
plus all accrued interest is to be appropriated from the Police Vehicle Capital 
Reserve fund and $2,494.00 is to come from a Federal Grant for Local 
Highway Safety Programs. The balance $18,651.00 less accrued interest is to 


be raised from taxes. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee 
approves this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Ninety One 
thousand, one hundred and sixty dollars ($91,160.00) for the Special for Tar 
Account. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required). 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Forty seven 
thousand and twenty dollars ($47,020.00) for the completion of the 
engineering design/plans and the construction administration/monitoring of the 
landfill closure scheduled for the Spring of 2002. The Selectmen recommend 
and the Budget Committee approves this appropriation. (Majority vote 
required). 

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Twenty Five 
Thousand dollars ($25,000.00) to construct a beach at Nineteen Mile Bay and 
authorize the withdrawal of these funds from the Nineteen Mile Bay Fund 
(Expendable Trust) established for this purpose at the 1991 annual meeting. 
The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required). 

To see if the Town, pursuant to RSA Chapter 35, will vote to raise and 
appropriate Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) to establish a Capital Reserve 
Fund for the purpose of purchasing a fire truck and related fire truck 
equipment. The Selectmen recommend and the Budget Committee approves 
this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 
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10. To see if the Town will vote for the acceptance of a certain parcel of land, 
containing the roads, situated in the Town of Tuftonboro, County of Carroll, 
and State of New Hampshire, shown as a fifty (50’) foot right of way being 
shown on plan entitled, “Plan of Subdivision of Abenaki Hill Estates”, dated 
April 15, 1985 by White Mountain Survey Company, Inc. which plan was 
approved by the Tuftonboro Planning Board on July 15, 1985 and recorded in 
Carroll County Registry of Deeds, Plan Book 68 and 69. Petitioned warrant 
article. Not recommended by the Selectmen. (Majority vote required). 

11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriation of the same, the sum of One Million Three Hundred Forty-Seven 
Thousand Three Hundred and Twenty-One Dollars ($1,347,321.00) as 
recommended by the Selectmen and approved by the Budget Committee and 
such sums as may be required to cover the costs of any additional items voted 
at the meeting and in accordance with RSA 32:8. (Majority vote required). 

12. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting.

MARCH 15, 2000 - TUFTONBORO CENTRAL SCHOOL 


The second portion of the 2000 Annual Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 
P.M. by Moderator Roger H. Wingate. The meeting was opened with a salute to the 
flag, followed by a prayer offered by Parson Bill Hartford. The Moderator 
announced the results of the voting on article 1 and declared the following elected: 


Selectman for Three Years William Stockman 
Selectman for One Year Rick Chellman 
Town Clerk for Two Years Leanora Quilliam 
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Budget Committee for Three Years Wolfgang “Bill” Kaiser 


Lloyd P. Wood 
Cemetery Trustee for Three Years Barbara L. McClure 
Library Trustee for Three Years Ann Robinson 
Trustee of the Trust Fund Barbara L. McClure 
Moderator for Two Years Roger H. Wingate 
Supervisor of the Checklist Barbara W. Hull 


Articles 2 and 3 were declared passed. 

All of the elected officers were present and were adminstered the oath of 
office. 

The meeting proceeded with presentation and discussion of the warrant 
articles. All appropriations in these articles had been approved by the Budget 
Committee. 


ARTICLE 4: Town to raise and appropriate $63,000 for Special Tarring of North 
Line Road, County Road, and Sodom Road. 

The motion was made by Chip Joseph and seconded by John Widmer to adopt 
Article 4 as read. A vote was called for by show of hands. Article 4 was declared 
passed by the Moderator. 


ARTICLE 5: Town to participate in litigation to have HB999 declared 
unconstitutional; to appropriate $10,000 to support this litigation. Petitioned 
warrant article. 

Motion was made by Bill Kaiser and seconded by Neil Hansen to adopt Article 
5 as read. The town would dedicate $10,000 to join other towns in this litigation 
and have taxes due to the State put in escrow until a decision is made by the courts 
on the current litigation. Ted Bense and Skip Hurt opposed adopting this article, 
stating that we should abide by the decision of the legislature and courts. Roger 
Wingate asked for a show of hands, and the motion to adopt Article 5 was carried. 


ARTICLE 6: The Town, pursuant to the provisions of RSA Chapter 35, to raise and 
appropriate $17,000 to establish a Capital Reserve Fund to purchase police 
department vehicles, and designate the Board of Selectmen as agents for the fund. 

Motion was made by Chip Joseph and seconded by John Widmer to adopt 
Article 6as read. Discussion followed concerning the need for purchasing a sport 
utility vehicle in 2001 for approximately $28,000, and a Video-Tape Recorder 
Camera at a cost of approximately $6,000. Questions arose on the need for a 
video-tape recorder. Chief Shagoury explained that video taping can be used as 
evidence in an incident and would reduce the likelihood of incidents going on to 
trial. It would also help in writing accurate reports and would be beneficial in 
liability issues in allegations against police officers. The tape recorder would ensure 
accurate statements; people deny saying things or can’t recall what they said. Roger 
Wingate asked for a vote by show of hands, and the motion to adopt Article 6 was 
carried. 


ARTICLE 7: Town to raise and appropriate $30,000 for engineering plans for the 
closure of the landfill. 

Motion was made by Rick Chellman and seconded by Gordon Hut to adopt 
the article as read. This money is needed to draw up engineering plans to prepare 
for the closure; these plans to be filed with the State. Bob Reed asked if we are on 
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target with the State deadline of 2002. Rick Chellman replied that, yes, we are on 
target, but these plans must be done before the State issues the permits. The 
Moderator asked for a vote by show of hand. The motion to adopt Article 7 was 
passed. 


ARTICLE 8: Town to raise and appropriate $50,000 to be placed in the Dump 
Closure Capital Reserve Fund previously established. 

Motion was made by Rick Chellman and seconded by Wayne Black to adopt 
Article 8 as read. This is for the actual construction to cap, close, and seal the 
dump. Roger Wingate asked for a vote by show of hands. The motion to adopt 
Article 8 was carried. 


ARTICLE 9: Town to raise and appropriate $10,000 to construct a beach at 
Nineteen Mile Bay and authorize withdrawal of these funds from the Nineteen Mile 
Bay Fund established in 1991. 

Motion was made by Chip Joseph and seconded by Wayne Black to adopt the 
article as read. The fund has approximately $48,000, $10,000 of which will be 
used to begin work on the Town Beach. Discussion followed as to whether a 
conventional beach or concrete retaining wall would be best; consensus being a 
conventional sand beach is preferred. Ann Hackl thought town residents might 
want to do a beautification project on a voluntary basis. Moderator asked for vote 
by show of hands. Article 9 was passed. 


ARTICLE 10: Town to riase and appropriate $20,000 to purchasae 55 acres of land. 

Motion made by Rick Chellman and seconded by Ann Hackl to adopt article 
as read. Mr. Chellman displayed a map showing the area in question. These 55 
acres connect existing town property and could be used for walking and hiking 
trails. Skip Hurt urged a No vote, stating there was no clear need for the land, 
although it is a nice conservation property. Discussion followed on the benefit of 
acquiring the land. The Moderator asked for vote by show of hands, and the article 
declared passed. 


ARTICLE 11: Town to raise and appropriate $45,000 for a generator to power the 
emergency shelter at the Tuftonboro Central School. 

Motion was made by Chip Joseph and seconded by John Widman to adopt 
article as read. Rick Friend stated that his goal as director of the town’s Emergency 
Management Plan is to have the school be established as a Red Cross Approved 
Emergency Shelter by Labor Day. The generator in question would be large enough 
to run the entire school building, the cost to be $50,000 for the generator and 
$5,00 for site work and wiring. The school could still be approved as an emergency 
shelter without a generator. Skip Hurt and Tim Brown questioned whether the 
townspeople would use the shelter in emergencies; the people in town are 
generally self-reliant and fend for themselves. Keeping a large amount of diesel fuel 
on hand, and having to run the generator periodically to maintain efficiency were 
matters of concern. Gordon Hunt advised that since the school is a district school, 
this would benefit all six towns in the district; but if purchased by the town we 
would own the generator but not the school. After much continued discussion 
there was a move to question, seconded by Gordon Hunt. The motion was carried 
and a vote by show of hands to adopt Article 11 proceeded. The motion to adopt 
Article 11 was denied. 
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ARTICLE 12: Town to raise and appropriate $1,186,865 to defray Town Charges for 
the ensuing year and such sums as required to cover additional items voted on at 
the meeting. 

Motion was made and seconded to adopt Article 12 as read. Article 12 was 
declared passed. 


ARTICLE 13: To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting. 

Godfrey Howard asked for more detail on the budget increases. Susan Weeks 
presented details that had been approved at the budget hearing. $15,000 has been 
allocated for siding the landfill building; $6,000 for a new well at the Library; the 
Town House had frozen pipes this winter and is in need of repair; increases in fire 
department pay and instruction costs; increase in the cost of health care insurance, 
FICA, and workman’s compensation; an increase in town employees’ and some 
committee members’ compensation; and longevity and separation payments. 

Ann Hackl asked to have discussion on the recreation department budget. 
$6,000 has been appropriated for a donation to the Town of Wolfeboro for 
recreation. Ann Hackl made a motion from the floor to amend this by adding 
$10,000 to the budgeted amount. Liz Clements seconded the motion. A vote by 
show of hands passed the amendment. 

The total budget figure, including all articles voted in, plus the amended 
budget amount, is $1,386,865. 

Chip Joseph commended Mary Craigue and Bill Antonucci for their dedication 
and service to the town and wished them well. 

Ted Bense thanked the people for their assistance at the landfill. 

A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting. All were in favor, 
and the meeting was adjourned. There were approximately 200 people in 
attendance.

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2000 REPORT OF THE 
TUFTONBORO HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


We started the New Year with rain and ice conditions. The first big snow was on 
the 26th of January. There was a mixture of ice and snow conditions during most of 
February, with eleven inches of snow on the 19th. Roads were plowed, sanded, 
and maintained in orderly fashion. The mud season was upon us around the first of 
March with six inches of snow and then rain on top of that on the 11th, which 
made for some nasty commuting. 

The usual beaver problem was with us from mid-March through November. 
Culverts were plugged up and water backup was evident. However, the problems 
with the beaver were resolved. 

Throughout the year a lot of roadside ‘trash was picked up, and a 24-inch 
culvert was replaced on North Line Road. 

On County Road, 500’ of under-drain and three catch basins were installed 
and the shoulders were cut back. On Dame Road, 1,100’ of 24-inch under-drain 
and four catch basins were also installed. Approximately 300 yards of crushed 
gravel was added to the shoulders and surface of Dame Road, and it was graded 
and shaped. 

Roadside mowing was done in mid-July, and the usual grading and raking of 
the dirt roads was completed. Steel “W” rail was put up at Basin Bridge on 
Tuftonboro Neck Road. 

As | have said before, | have one of the best working crews around. The men 
work many long hours to maintain our town roads year round, Thank you, Ron, 
Bruce, Dwight, Bill, John, and Scott, for all your help. It is greatly appreciated.

The town now has a total of five monitoring kits in 
the cruisers and fire apparatus. The goal for the year 2001 is to establish the 
Tuftonboro Central School as a Red Cross approved emergency shelter.

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POLICE REPORT 


The Tuftonboro Police Department had a busy year in 2000. Motor vehicle stops 
were up nearly 23 percent and investigative reports were up approximately 14 
percent. There was a slight decrease in the number of criminal offenses and a large 
decrease in the number of arrests. The department had less patrol! hours available 
due to the increase in offenses to investigate and report, and fewer officers. 

In April, Officer Ruel left to work for the Department of Safety. In May, while 
trying to fill that position, Officer Buttrick left to pursue other employment. We 
certainly wish them well in the future endeavors. 

In May, James Hathcock joined the department. He brings ten years of 
experience in law enforcement. He has experience as a law enforcement trainer in 
many areas of use of force and weapons. Filling the remaining position was 
difficult. A strong economy with a small pool of eligible applicants made the 
market for law enforcement employees very competitive. Letters were sent out to 
over 200 people who were interested in a law enforcement career. In February of 
2001, James Mullen will fill the open police officer position. He is scheduled to 
attend the recruit academy and finish his field training by the end of July. 

There were several significant events in the year 2000. In July, the New 
Hampshire State Police and the Tuftonboro Police arrested Richard Sharpe as a 
fugitive from justice. He was wanted for a domestic violence related murder. We 
were involved in the investigation of a substantial number of antiques stolen from 
stores and flea markets in Massachusetts, New Hampshire, and Maine. Deborah 
Cassavaugh has been charged in the thefts. 

For 2001, the department is looking to add a part-time administrative assistant. 
The position will be for four hours a day Monday to Friday. This person will enter 
reports and handle some of the clerical work we are presently doing. This will free 
up officers for more patrol time. We are due to replace a cruiser and are asking to 
purchase a 4X4 Sport Utility Vehicle for a replacement. This will improve our 
ability to respond in inclement weather and back roads throughout the year. 

We sincerely appreciate the support we have received from the community. | 
also want to thank the New Hampshire State Police and the Carroll County Sheriff‘s 
Department for the assistance they have provided us.

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TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens throughout 
the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy Wardens who 
assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law 
enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 fire season was below 
average as referenced in the statistics below. Despite this, our network of fire 
towers and detection patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first to 
report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and accurately reported to the local 
fire department for their prompt and effective suppression efforts. Wildland fires 
occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands are a serious 
concern for both landowners and firefighters. Homeowners can help protect their 
homes by maintaining adequate green space around them and making sure that 
houses are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact the Forest 
Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist you in assessing fire safety around 
your home and woodlands. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required 
before doing ALL outside burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the burning will be 
done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law, and the other burning laws 
of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 

There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. Forest Rangers have investigated 
numerous complaints regarding violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, 
and have taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have any 
questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call our office at 271- 
2217, or for general information visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 

The State of New Hampshire operates fifteen fire towers, two mobile patrols, 
and three contract aircraft patrols. This early detection system and reports from 
citizens aid in the quick response from local fire departments. These factors are 
critical in controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of property and 
suppression costs as low as possible. Due to permitting and fire safety concerns, 
please contact your local fire department BEFORE using portable outdoor fireplaces 
and vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete, or wire mesh. 

Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY outside burning.

2000 SUMMER SWIM PROGRAM 


The 2000 swim program began with registration on June 30 and July 1. Ninety-five 
youngsters registered for a combination of lessons and swim team. The result was 
that 116 spaces were filled in the program because many youngsters took part in 
both lessons and swim team. 

The program went well in spite of the less than cooperative weather. Many 
days were unseasonably cool. The youngsters made remarkable progress. The 
Guard Start Class was most notable. There were twenty enrolled learning personal 
and community water safety skills. The class was offered the opportunity to view 
the video tape that goes with the program through the kindness of Mr. And Mrs. 
Adamian of Lane’s End. The town was also presented with a donation from Mary 
Louise Eaton in memory of Vivian Swain, a grandparent of former students of the 
program. Mrs. Eaton’s contribution was used to purchase two new rescue tubes and 
a head immobilizer for the backboard. This equipment benefits not only the classes 
but the whole summer swim program as this rescue equipment is now available to 
all. 

The swim team participated in three meets this season. Two of the meets were 
new opponents. The team traveled to Freedom for its first meet and returned 
victorious. The second meet against Swampscott Beach Club was close, but the 
team went down to defeat. The third and final meet was at Camp Huckins in 
Ossipee, and despite a great effort the team lost by a small margin. All the 
youngsters made tremendous progress and seemed to enjoy the season. 

This year the instructor, Mary Ann Murray, was ably assisted:by three young 
ladies who provided invaluable service. Carey Black, Mary Roseen, and Kate 
Murray assisted in the lower level classes, maintained the equipment, and acted as 
an extra pair of eyes that is so necessary in a program of this size. Also assisting 
with the swim team were Marilyn Black and Terry Moody. Mrs. Black and Mrs. 
Moody were most faithful in their attendance and most diligent in their duties to 
watch over the youngsters and assist at the swim meets. Many times the 
background people like Mrs. Black and Mrs. Moody go unseen and unrecognized;

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REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Applications for dredge and fill permits were down this year while the backlog of 
applications from 1999 appeared in the form of approvals during the current year. 
The Conservation Commission handled twenty-five new applications (versus forty- 
four last year) to dredge or fill in wetlands while we received forty-six approvals. 
Few permits were denied. Those that are denied are usually re-worked to conform 
to Wetlands Bureau expectations and end up approved. An application was 
submitted by the town for the new beach. This application remains under 
consideration by the Wetlands Bureau. 

We received a number of complaints involving inappropriate work in wetlands 
with several violations found. Violations are generally referred to the Wetlands 
Bureau for remedial action and penalties. Fines are administered by the Wetlands 
Bureau. 

All work in and around wetlands requires a permit. Most of the dredge and fill 
applications involve the building of docking structures on Lake Winnipesaukee, 
including breakwaters and boathouses. Applications are also required for work 
such as dredging to make a pond or placing culverts. The more complex the 
project, the longer it takes for approval. A simple seasonal dock can be approved 
within a couple of months, while a more extensive project, such as a boathouse, 
generally takes much longer. Both the Conservation Commission and the Wetlands 
Bureau review all applications, and a site visit is made. The Wetlands Bureau is the 
final decision maker and is very thorough in their review. 

For more information on dredging or filling wetlands, the Conservation 
Commission has an information kiosk at the Town House. It may be a bit time 
consuming to go through the permit process, but it will save headaches in the long 
run and will help in guiding you toward sound practice in and around wetlands. 

Another responsibility of the Conservation Commission is the oversight of 
town lands under conservation easements. A ceremony and trail clean-up day was 
organized on the Chandler property that has been placed in conservation near 20 
Mile Bay. This property abuts the Parkhurst-Bentley conservation land.

¢ Commission members are involved in the Natural Resource Inventory 
project under way in the town. 

¢ The Conservation Commission sponsored two local children who attended 
the Barry Conservation Camp.

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PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Planning Board has had a very active year working on ordinances and 
regulations. 

We started the year on January 5th with a public hearing concerning changes 
to the Zoning Ordinance including adding a definition for Recreational Vehicle and 
a new section for Temporary Uses and Dwellings. The changes were placed on the 
March 2000 Warrant and passed at Town Meeting. 

In addition to twice-monthly workshop and public hearing meetings, we have 
been meeting on the off weeks doing a complete overhaul of the Subdivision 
Regulations. To date we have worked through most of the procedural sections and 
are ready to begin reviewing the road construction standards. 

In August 2000, new state law regarding deployment of personal wireless 
service facilities went into effect. Since then we have put together proposed zoning 
changes to address telecommunications facilities (i.e., cell towers, antennas, and 
the like) as well as revisions to the Site Plan Review Regulation to complement the 
zoning changes. The zoning changes will be on the ballot at the March 2001 Town 
Meeting. This was an interesting process as various board members attended law 
lectures, all-day seminars, and did a tremendous amount of research in just a few 
months’ time. Then the information gathered was disseminated to all board 
members and debated at length until a consensus was reached on every aspect of 
the proposed regulations. Only then can the public hearing process begin. If the 
zoning changes are passed at Town Meeting, then the Site Plan Review Regulations 
hearing process will begin. 

In other business, the Planning Board approved four subdivisions creating nine 
new lots and approved four boundary line adjustments as well as four voluntary 
mergers which reduced sixteen existing lots to five lots. Site plan review 
applications were approved for Camp Merrowvista and the Village Old Car Shop. 

Special thanks go to board members, Wilson Stewart, Rick Friend, Ted Wright, 
Ken Cookson, Tony Lyons, and Bill Stockman (and their families), for the many 
hours of service given this year. Thanks to go our secretary, Jackie Rollins, for her 
extra work as well.

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BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT REPORT 


The year 2000 was a very busy one for the Board of Adjustment. A sign of the 
times, economy was good; therefore property owners were looking to expand or 
rebuild. 

The Board heard requests for seven variances of which five were for setbacks. 
The first one was denied; the applicant had enough room to build and meet 
setbacks. The others were for front or sideline setbacks and were granted with 
conditions. Camp Merrowvista requested a height variance of 5' needed to meet 
safety codes for a climbing wall in their new activity building. Granted. The last 
one was for in internal boundary line adjustment which was granted with the 
condition that only one dwelling be allowed on the vacant lot. 

There were two special exceptions heard, one for a change of use from a pet 
store to an aerobic class room. Granted. The other was for a cell tower. After a 
lengthy public hearing the Board continued the meeting to the next week so that 
they could have a site visit. The continued hearing brought out more of the public 
and discussion. The Board felt they were in a tough spot because the Town had no 
specific regulations for a cell tower or like facility. The Board granted the 
application with conditions. The decision has been appealed awaiting a new 
hearing. The Planning Board has been working on an ordinance for Tele- 
communication facilities for the March Warrant.

In managing these funds, the interest from the Leon F. Shepherd Fund was 
distributed to seven Tuftonboro students graduating from high school and 
continuing their education; the Davis Fund earnings were given to four residents 
over seventy years of age; a percentage of the Tomb Fund earnings were turned 
over to the Library Trustees and the remainder reinvested in a conservative Mutual 
Fund for growth. 

The Tuftonboro Scholarship Fund is an open trust fund that will accept 
donations of cash, bonds, or stock, the income from which will be used exclusively 
to assist worthy Tuftonboro residents who wish to further their education. It will 
take a few years for this fund to build, but it is the hope of the Trustees of the Trust 
Funds that Tuftonboro residents and business will choose to support it by their 
contributions. 

Investments of funds are currently held in the New Hampshire Public Deposit 
Investment Pool with the exception of the Tomb Fund, which is invested in a 
conservative Mutual Fund.

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TUFTONBORO FREE LIBRARY 


This year 284 new patrons registered to use the library—a 15 percent increase in 
patronage—and we recorded the highest circulation in the past three years. We 
added 1,591 books and other materials to the library’s collections this year, and 
deleted 688. The total collection count now stands at 17,815. The library was open 
256 days in 2000. In September we extended the evening hours until 7 pm on 
Wednesdays. 

We completed a major upgrade to the library’s online circulation system this 
year, greatly enhancing backup capability and overall system efficiency. As 
outdated public access and office computers began to fail last spring, we replaced 
them with new networked PCs and moved the public computing facilities to a new 
room. Previous gifts and bequests to the library covered the cost of the upgrade, 
new equipment, and furniture. Both public access computers are heavily used. 

We offered a full schedule of programs and exhibits this year. In addition to 
the weekly pre-school Story Hours, the Summer Reading Program for older 
children featured visits from resident mascots of the Lakes Region Humane Society 
and a special program from the YMCA’s Heartworks. Also in July and August, kids 
of all ages (and their parents) enjoyed the regular weekly movies, complete with 
popcorn and lemonade. With the help of our local Girl Scouts and many other 
library volunteers, the Haunted Trail returned to the woods behind the library for 
Halloween. Mike Wade made the pizza, and Caravan Contra Dance Band 
provided music for monsters to dance by the light of the moon. In December, 
storyteller Ed Fayle brought another special edition of the Polar Express to the 
library. 

Throughout the year, quilters and crafters brought their “unfinished objects” to 
UFO Fridays for expert help with sewing challenges. Monthly exhibits of paintings, 
quilts, photography, ceramics, and woodworking by local artists and craftspeople 
drew lots of visitors. Many patrons also exhibited items from their own collections. 

In addition to regular library programs and exhibits, the Hamel Meeting Room 
was regularly booked throughout the year by community groups including the 
Newcomers Garden Club, the boards of the Lakes Region Humane Society and the 
Tuftonboro Association, local home schoolers, an after-school algebra tutorial, 
dance and exercise classes, and the U. S. Coast Guard Auxiliary. 

The Friends of the Library sponsored another successful Book & Bake Sale in 
July and funded purchase of a new general encyclopedia and three subject 
encyclopedias, as well as the annual “newborn books” which honor every child 
born to Tuftonboro parents during the previous year. The FOL also underwrote the 
free passes to area museums and galleries, new this year and very popular. 

The library continues to benefit from the many contributions of our wonderful 
volunteers. Adult volunteers Peggy Bashe, Nancy Gallagher, Veronica Leipert, and 
Jane Melanson once again filled in at the desk plus a whole lot more! Student 
volunteers Randy and Travis Lawrence-Hurt, Thomas and Stefan Raspante, and 
Greg Donovan also helped at the desk, washed books, bagged trash, made 
popcorn for programs, and helped us decorate for holidays. We thank each and 
every one of them for the gift of their time. 

The library also received many generous gifts and grants of money in 2000. 
The Eaglemere Foundation and the Hamel Family Charitable Foundation both 
made grants to support major purchases for the children’s fiction, nonfiction, and 
feference collections. Dan’s Garage once again donated to the Library’s audiotape 
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budget in lieu of sending holiday cards to clients. The Hurlburt Fund and the 
Governor Wentworth Arts Council again helped to make programs and equipment 
purchases possible. And many, many patrons throughout the year donated books, 
videos, movies, and cash to support library programs and services. 

Thanks to all of our patrons for keeping us so busy, and to the Trustees for the 
same reason! And public thanks and acknowledgement to a truly responsive and 
hard-working staff: Mary Bagg, Jen Caldwell, Jan Croteau, Maggie Corteau, and 
Lucas Lawrence-Hurt.

The Carroll County Community Contact office is a private, nonprofit Community 
Center for Family Services and Referrals that was established in 1984, operating 
from our base at 5 Folsom Road, Center Ossipee, New Hampshire. We have nine 
regularly scheduled satellite office sites located throughout Carroll County. 

The Carroll County Community Contact office has provided services for 501 of 
Tuftonboro’s citizens, processing 128 fuel applications, 42 being elderly and 25 
disabled, and linked 306 with other Community Action Programs. 


TRI-COUNTY COMMUNITY ACTION HAS SPENT $76,207.00 ON 
TUFTONBORO CITIZENS BETWEEN JULY 1, 1999 AND JUNE 30, 2000 


Community Contact is dependent upon funding from your town and neighboring 
communities county-wide to provide necessary services for the less fortunate 
citizens in our communities. The local funds are combined with the Community 
Services Block Grant, Fuel Assistance, New Hampshire Emergency Shelter Grant, 
Homeless Programs, EFSP, McKinney, and private and corporate benefactors. We 
also are the conduit through which the USDA Surplus Food is distributed to the 
eleven food pantries and four Dinner Bells throughout Carroll County in order to 
serve our residents. 

Carroll County Community Contact is known as a family friendly agency. Our 
staff has the trust of the entire county. We are able to successfully partner with 
individual families and assist them one-on-one to identify barriers blocking the way 
to self-sufficiency and the resources to overcome these barriers. We provided 
information, referrals, and assisted with advocacy for more than 14,927 households 
in Carroll County last year. 

We have greatly appreciated the support, cooperation, and partnership with 
your elected officials, staff, and residents, as well as other social service agencies 
and our clients.

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VNA - HOSPICE 


The year 2000 has been a real challenge for the home care industry and for VNA 
Hospice. All three of the Agency's programs have faced significant financial 
problems. The smallest of the three programs is the Maternal Child Health Program. 
Its main focus is children and their families. The services that are offered in this 
program are grant funded, and most of the funding sources are giving either level 
funding or have decreased their funding, resulting in increased losses. 

The Agency's Hospice Program continues to be one of the largest Hospices 
north of Concord, and if our patients' and families' comments are true, then our 
program is also one of the best. The program underwent its first State review and 
was re-certified after having been found to be in compliance with all State and 
Medicare Conditions of Participation. 

The Hospice program provided end-of-life and palliative care services to 105 
patients this past year and had a total of 5010 Hospice days. Over 1000 visits were 
made by volunteers to our clients! The Hospice Program lost over $192,000 during 
the last year, and this was a result of clients being referred to the program very 
close to their death when care is most expensive. The cost of medications and 
durable medical supplies has increased significantly, without any increase in 
funding from Medicare. In fact, for every $1.00 reimbursed to the Program, we 
spent over $1.30. 

The Home Care Program is certified by Medicare and remains the largest of 
the Agency's programs. It provides for skilled nursing, psychiatric nursing, personal 
care, physical therapy, occupational therapy, and speech therapy in a client's 
home. The year 2000 has been a challenging year because of the change in the 
way its services were being reimbursed. As of October 1, 2000 the entire home 
care industry changed from a cost-based reimbursement methodology to a 
Prospective Pay Service, where we are reimbursed for a 60 day episode of care. 
Much of the year was spent in preparing for this change. It required many extra 
hours of educational preparation and also required major updates to our computer 
systems and our documentation methodology, which now determines the amount 
that the Agency is reimbursed. 

The staff has driven over 36,000 miles while making over 33,000 visits to 
residents of Southern Carroll County and Tuftonboro this year. In Tuftonboro, VNA- 
Hospice made 3,430 visits, 504 of which were in our Hospice program.
